Lompoc may lose 
from new census 
asked by Board 


The State Department of Finance 
will be requested by Santa Barbara 
County to schedule a special county 
census in October, 1975 
A possible loss to Lompoc would 
come from an estimated pro-rated 
census cost of $9,682 and $1,000 
maintenance cost for the five years, 
aligned with only a possible $5,022 
gain in revenues over the five year 
period to 1980 
County supervisors approving the 
request Monday said the county will 
ask each of the county’s five cities 
to participate. 
In addition, the county counsel 
and county planning director will be 
directed to develop a city-county 
agreement 
specifying 
terms 
of 
participation 


Administrative Officer Raymond 
D. Johnson told the supervisors that 
the mid-decennial census will be in 
the 
county’s 
interest 
for 
two 
principal reasons: 


—It could be expected to produce 
a net increase of some $200,000 in 
county 
and 
city 
government 
revenues in the five year period 
1976-1980 
by 
reflecting 
updated 
higher census counts. 


—It would provide updated census 
data on population characteristics 
useful 
in 
manpower 
planning, 
housing and other administrative 
uses where updated information is 
needed 
Total county costs would be in the 
neighborhood of $139,000 including 
census cost of $125,702, five year 
maintenance cost of $7,500, and 
absorption of a possible city of 
Lompoc deficit of $5,840, Johnson 
said. 
Revenues 
would 
include 
$69,111 reimbursement from cities, 
$180,000 in motor vehicle in lieu 
payments over the five years for a 
total of $249,111 
Carpinteria would possibly come 
up with the biggest net gain of 
$48,175, based on pro-rated census 
cost of only $4,575 and revenues of 
$54,000 less some $1,250 to be paid 
out in maintenance cost. 
Guadalupe figures on a possible 
net gain of $3,026 over the five year 
period, 
with 
Santa 
M aria’s 
estimated net gain at $16,582, and 
Santa Barbara's at $25,298. 
Santa Maria’s pro-rated census 
cost is seen at $13,800, with $2,000

Feds now seek Patty 
in SF bank holdup 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - The 
FB I which for 71 days has searched 
for Patricia Hearst as a kidnap 
victim hunted her today also as one 
of four women who took part in a 
$10,000 bank robbery. 
Photographs 
and 
witnesses 
identified Patricia as one of the 
Symbionese Liberation Army gang 
that held up a branch of the Hibernia 
bank Monday, but authorities said 
she may have been forced into the 
robbery against her will. She was 
sought on a warrant naming her as a 
material witness. 
As the kidnaping case took still 
another bizarre turn, the 20-year-old 
girl’s parents—Randolph A. Hearst 
and his wife, Catherine—prepared 
to return to their agonizing vigil at 
their home in suburban Hillsborough 
after a brief rest at a resort near La 
Paz, Mexico. They were expected to

in

jet 
sometime today. 
Hidden bank photos captured the 
robbery 
scene, 
clearly 
showing 
Patricia holding a gun, the F B I said. 
The bank 
raid was staged by 
members 
of 
the 
te rro rist 
Symbionese Liberation Army which 
kidnaped 
Patricia 
Feb. 
4. 
It 
occurred 12 days after the victim 
said in a tape recorded message that 
she was forsaking her former way of 
life and joining the forces of the 
SLA, changing her name to “ Tania” 
in honor of a Bolivian revolutionist. 
A subpoena was issued for Miss 
Hearst, granddaughter of famed 
newspaper 
founder 
W illiam 
Randolph Hearst, as a material 
witness in the robbery. 
“ She may have been acting under 
duress and coercion,” said F B I 
special agent in charge, Charles W. 
Bates, in explaining why she was 
sought as a material witness instead 
of a participant. Three other women 
were named as suspects, and police 
said five men apparently also were 
involved —four of them waiting 
outside in two getaway cars. 
Bates said if it were determined 
that Miss Hearst was a willing 
participant, 
she also would be 
charged with bank robbery. 


The robbery took place shortly 
after the 9 a.m. opening of a 
Hibernia 
Bank 
branch 
in 
San 
Francisco’s 
oceanside 
Sunset 
District. The four women — all 
young and white, wearing dark coats 
and “ waffle-stomper” type boots 
and carrying semi-automatic rifles 
—and a man entered the bank with 
military-like 
precision, 
scooped 
$10,690 from cash drawers after 
ordering patrons and employes to lie 
on the floor, then fled through the 
front door, firing at passersby. 
Two men were seriously wounded, 
but 
both 
were 
reported 
in 
satisfactory condition at a hospital. 
They were Peter Markoff, 59, who 
operates a nearby liquor store, and 
Eugene Brennan, 70, who lives near 
the scene. 
A hidden camera in the bank took 
several dramatic photographs of the 
gun-wielding robbers, including one 
showing the woman identified as Pa­ 
tricia carrying a gun but with 
another of the robbers appearing to 
be holding a gun on her.

$39,075 lowest bid 
for G Street revamp 


It will cost the city $39,075.22, about 15 per cent more than anticipated, to 
reasphalt and install planters and gutters along one block of South G Street 
as part of the downtown revitalization project. 
E. H. Haskel Construction Co. of Santa Barbara, late contractor for the 
aborted Lompoc freeway bypass, submitted this low bid for the work 
yesterday afternoon at city hall. There were three other bidding firms. The 
city’s engineering estimate was $34,200. 
Thé city set aside $14,000 in federal revenue sharing funds on February 24 
to help underwrite the G Street work and also tabbed $150,000 in federal 
entitlements for a similar but more complicated street revitalization 
project planned for South H Street between the same two cross streets, 
Ocean and Cypress Avenues. The South G Street and South H Street work 
compromise Phase I of the total eventual project to refurbish the city s 
core area. 
The G Street project will add from eight to 10 parking spaces and six 
jutting street planters dividing them while actually narrowing the street’s 
width. Also added will be a textured, colored entrance way before the 
Lompoc Fire Department. 
City Engineer Barry Gustafson said that inflation and fancy cement and 
gutter wonk around the planters probably buoyed the offered prices. 
Haskel’s bid does not include landscaping, which Gustafson has earlier 
estimated as costing another $3,000. Nor was decorative street lighting 
included in the offer. 
The Lompoc City Council will receive the bids at their regular meeting at 
7:30 tonight in City Hall, Gustafson said, and could opt either to reject all 
bids or accept the Haskel offer within the 30 days for which it remains 
binding.

continued through the night and that 
artillery fire was returned.

military records indicated.

military communique from 
Damascus 
said

morning, 
clashes spread to other sectors of 
the 
(Golan 
Heights) 
front and

The communique gave no other 
details. 
The Egyptian warning was issued 
today after Israeli and Syrian forces 
dueled for control of the strategic 
slopes Monday. 


The semi-official Cairo newspaper 
A1 Akhbar said Israel should not 
count on Egyptian guns to remain 
silent if the fighting with Syria 
continues. 


“ Israel cannot remain with one 
Arab front to concentrate on,” the 
authoritative newspaper said. “ The 
time when Israel was able to 
practice this method has passed.” 


Egypt and Israel agreed earlier 
this year to separate their forces 
along the Suez Canal. Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger, architect 
of the accord, has been trying to 
work out a similar pact with Syria.

Hermon, a 9,000 foot peak straddling 
Lebanon, Israel and Syria, Monday 
for a first-hand view of the latest 
fighting.

Syrian positions on the embattled 
mountain. 


The Israeli military command 
reported two soldiers wounded in 
Monday’s shelling, which started 
early in the day and lasted until 7 
p.m. 


“ It’s still a war,” one Israeli 
soldier at the scene said. “ I can’t 
see an end to it in the near future.” 


Israeli forces regained control of 
Mt. Hermon during the last days of 
the 1973 Middle East War after 
losing much of the peak at the start 
of the fighting. 


Troops controlling the mountain 
can track all air activity in the 
Damascus area and call down 
artillery on the Golan Heights. 


Israel has reported three Syrian 
attempts to seize the peak during 
the past three days with each

back.

A figure of 60 empty 
elementary

indicated, but that figure 
should be examined in the 
light of differing views on 
how those unused facilities

be used. 
If the 
student-teacher ratio for 
example was reduced at the 
elementary level from the 
current 28.5 to one, to say, 
25 to one, classes would be 
smaller 
and 
more 
classrooms 
and 
only 
incidentally more teachers 
would be necessary. 
Here is a recapitulation of 
the district’s elementary 
classrooms as set forth by 
Williams’ committee: 306

being used for the district’s 
Miller-Unruh 
reading 
programs; four being used 
in Charlie Brown reading

for special uses such as 
workrooms, 
lounges, 
libraries; four for Title I 
uses; and others for use of 
pregnant minors classes;

Mitchell and Stans are

Prosecutor John R. Wing 
asked Mitchell on cross 
examination:

Vietnam ese 
Foreign Minister Vuong Van 
Bac said the government

In Paris, the Viet Cong 
issued a statement saying 
suspension of the talks was 
“ arbitrary and unilateral.”

Ulster border sealed 
as IRA agent flees 


BELFAST (U PI) — British troops sealed off Northern 
Ireland’s border with the Irish Republic today following the 
escape of a top Irish Republican Army (IRA) leader from 
Belfast’s Maze Prison. 


A British army spokesman said the escape of Ivor Bell, 
former Belfast chief of the IRA ’s militant Provisional 
wing, was “ one hell of a blow” to the battle against 
terrorism in Northern Ireland. 


IRA sources said the escape would strengthen the 
position of “ no truce, no cease-fire” hardliners within the 
outlawed organization fighting for the unification of the two 
Irelands. 
The army and police sealed off Ulster’s frontier with the 
Irish Republic and set up roadblocks and checkpoints 
across Belfast in an attempt to find Bell. 
Bell, 37, who was arrested seven months ago, walked out 
of the Belfast jail Monday disguised as another prisoner 
granted a 24-hour parole to get married. 
He had been commander of the Provisional wing’s 
Belfast brigade and a shadowy figure even to his own men 
before his arrest, army officials said. 
Security officials had praised the capture of Bell last 
year, saying the move cut off the brains of the militant IRA 
faction in Belfast. 
Bell, a veteran IRA hardliner since his teens, was one of 
the group’s most violent men as well as a crack shot, 
security officials said. 
The officials said he had remained in the background 
throughout his IRA career, letting other leaders meet 
newsmen and appear in public. 
On becoming commander of the Belfast brigade, Bell 
ordered his men to destroy all photographs of himself, they 
said. 
The officials said he often appeared before his men in 
disguise and was held for 12 hours by British troops before 
authorities realized who he was.

Pentagon reopens study 
of post-bomb evacuation 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - For the first 
time in a decade, the Pentagon has 
reopened studies on how to evacuate 
U.S. cities in a nuclear crisis, but Rep. 
Les Aspin, D-Wis., fears such a step 
would make nuclear war more likely. 
Aspin Monday made public a set of 
maps drawn by the Defense Civil 
Preparedness 
Agency 
showing 
400 
specific areas the Pentagon considers 
“ prime targets” for a Soviet nuclear 
attack They include 248 cities of over 
50,000 population and 150 other areas of 
“ military significance” 
Aspin said the agency was beginning 
studies on how to evacuate the areas. 
Agency spokesmen confirmed that the 
target list had been prepared at the 
direction of Defense Secretary James R. 
Schlesinger. 
They said pilot studies would begin 
this summer on whether evacuation of 
eight sample areas was feasible: Utica, 
N.Y., Dover, Del., Macon, Ga., Duluth, 
Minn., 
Oklahoma 
City, 
Colorado 
Springs, Colo., Tucson, Ariz., and Great 
Falls, Mont. 
They 
said 
Schlesinger 
also 
has 
ordered a survey to find so-called “ all 
effects nuclear shelters” —basements, 
tunnels, caves and other locations that 
could 
protect 
civilians 
from 
both 
nuclear blast and fallout. 
This is the first major Pentagon foray 


into 
nuclear 
civil 
defense 
since 
President John F. Kennedy proposed a 
nation-wide evacuation 
and 
fallout 
shelter system after the 1961 Berlin 
crisis. 
It stems from Schlesinger’s belief the 
United States might have two to three 
days warning of a nuclear attack as a 
crisis built up, and thus could evacuate 
target areas in a reasonably orderly 
way. 
The 
Kennedy-era 
programs 
were 
discredited 
in the mid-1960s when 
Herman 
Kahn 
and 
other 
nuclear 
strategists argued that putting people in 
shelters might inadvertently make the 
Soviets believe the United States was 
preparing to launch a nuclear attack and 
hoped its own population would remain 
relatively unscathed from retaliation. 
Aspin, 
a 
frequent critic of the 
Pentagon, made the same argument in 
an interview Monday. “ If we started to 
evacuate our cities, they would think we 
were getting ready to strike and they 
might conclude they had better hit 
first,” he said 
“ Having 
such 
a 
system 
might 
also make our people feel that nuclear 
war wasn’t really so bad, and maybe if 
things go grim enough it might be 
worthwhile. It leads to just the kind of 
hair-trigger defense systems we should 
be trying to avoid ”

said Hearst’s wishes were 
being respected. 
Younger said he himself 
had been afraid he would 
“ do something to get Miss 
Hearst killed.” 
He said future political 
kidnapings in California will 
be dealt with differently. 
“ Should we allow a small 
band of extortionists to

include 
checking oven and top stove burners 
before retiring each evening Close 
off as many rooms of the house as 
possible.

Teacher lists benefits 
of controversial books 


DEAR ABBY: As a teacher of 
11th grade English, may I respond to 
the irate parent who objected to the 
“trashy” 
books 
his 
child 
was 
required to read in school? That 
letter could have been directed at 
me 
personally 
because 1 
have 
recommended such widely accepted 
literary classics as “The Grapes of 
Wrath,” “Brave New World,” and 
the ever-controversial “Catcher In 
The Rye.” 
First of all, I respect the wishes of 
any parent who does not want his 
child to read certain books, and if 
the parent has the courage to let me 
know directly (and not through an 
anonymous 
phone 
call 
to 
my 
principal), I will gladly suggest 
some alternatives. 
Second, I, like you, Abby, am also 
“turned off” by certain vulgar four- 
letter words, mainly because of my 
own 
straight- laced 
upbringing. 
However, I suggest that no one can 
judge a book by selecting isolated 
passages from it. For instance, both 
“Grapes of Wrath” and “Catcher In 
The Rye” deal with the importance 
of feeling a sense of concern and 
responsibility for one’s fellowman. 
I 
realize 
that this letter 
is 
probably much too long for your 
column, but I feel so strongly about 
the value of presenting modern, 
readable and relevant books to our 
teen-agers that I wish to air my 
views. As a teen-ager I never was 
nearly as excited about books as I 
am today, and I attribute my lack of 
enthusiasm to the dull, “safe,” 
uncontroversial books which were 
the typical fare for high school 
English classes back in the ’50s. 
I want more than anything else to 
create in my students a genuine 
desire to read, and that can be 
accomplished only by exposing them 
to thought-provoking books that 
speak directly to them in modern 
language 
which, 
unfortunately, 
often includes a few words which 
happen to be offensive to me.

Well 
put. 
Thanks for writing. 
DEAR ABBY: What do you say to 
a mother-in-law who insists on 
naming our unborn SON?

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Cost of 
Living Council (CLC) has ended Vk 
years of wage and price regulation in the 
food industry, but government and 
industry spokesmen say the action won’t 
affect supermarket prices. 
The council Monday removed wage- 
price controls from 2.5 million workers 
and 330,000 firms in the food industry 
nationwide. 
The action allows food wholesalers 
and retailers to boost prices in order to 
increase their profit margins. Under the 
controls they could raise prices only to 
pass along increases in costs. 
The controls would have been lifted 
soon 
anyway. 
The 
CLC 
and 
the 
remaining wage-price control program 
—now covering only steel and copper 
—go out of business April 30, unless 
Congress intervenes with last-minute 
legislation to control a few inflation 
prone industries. 
Lifting the food controls will have 
“ almost no effect" on consumer food 
prices, Clarence G. Adamy, president of 
the National Association of Food Chains, 
told UPI. 
A government economist agreed. “ I 
don’t think it will produce any upward 


pressure on retail prices,” said Dawson J 
Ahalt, 
an 
economic 
adviser 
to :■ 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz 


Ahalt said he does not expect any \ 
unreasonable increase in food industry • 
profit margins. “ That industry’s a : 
pretty competitive thing If someone : 
jacks up his prices, his competitors will • 
take advantage of it and bring prices j 
down,” he said. 


CLC Director John T. Dunlop said 
competition within the industry and 
voluntary 
compliance 
with 
the 
government’s economic stabilization 
program 
“ provide 
reasonable 
assurances that decontrol will not result 
in inordinate rises in food prices in the 
months 
ahead atributable to food 
retailing and wholesaling. 


Even under the controls, retail food 
prices have been free to rise and fall 
with farm costs. Retail food ceilings 
were dropped after a brief trial last 
year. Average retail food prices went up 
sharply in January and February this 
year, but prices for a number of foods — 
especially meats —have declined in 
recent weeks.

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Dierker’s not washed up... neither is Clyde Wright

Reports that Larry Dierker’s baseball career was at 
an end appear to have been a bit premature. 
Dierker. who at the age of 22 won 20 games for the 
Houston Astros, won his second game of the season 
Monday night with a masterful three-hitter as the 
Astros downed the San Francisco Giants, 3-1 Dierker 
walked only three and struck out eight in pitching his 
first complete game in two seasons. 
Dierker. who seemed destined for greatness when 
he signed his first major league contract at 17, pitched 
only 27 innings last season He appeared in only 14 
games and compiled a 1-1 record after spending most 
of the season on the disabled list suffering from a 
variety of arm ailments. 
Dierker's problems weren't only physical. In 
addition to undergoing surgery for repair of a tendon 
in his pitching hand, he went through the trauma of a 
staggering divorce settlement as well as being 
involved in an accidental death in Florida prior to last 
season 
“ People were saying last season he’s finished, he’s 
through ’ said Dierker. “ I felt like I had pretty good 
stuff tonight My arm feels better this season than it 
has in two or three years.” 
Dierker’s only rough inning was the first when 


leadoft hitter Bobby Bonds singled. Chris Speier was 
hit by a pitch and. after a double play, Gary Matthews 
singled home Bonds. 
Lee May and Ollie Brown provided all the offensive 
support Dierker needed with solo homers. 
In the only other National League games, Atlanta 
blanked San Diego.

Death threats, newsflashes 


Aaron delivers us from fear

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Suddenly, the afternoon 
television talk show host in­ 
terrupted the program. 
‘‘Sorry to break in like 
this,” he said to a f*uest in 
mid-sentence, "but I ve just 
received a news flash. 
Something tingly crawled 
up the spine at the words 
“ news flash.” Expectation 
hung in the air. 
The host went on. "Henry 
Aaron has just hit his 714th 
career home run.” And his 
face broke into a smile. 
It was one of those mo­ 
ments when one is so warmed 
that the eyes moisten. Yet, 
the moment was more than 
just the happiness felt for 
Aaron who, in the mind’s eye, 
smiled softly to himself as he 
rounded second base in his 
home run trot in Cincinnati. 
The moment was one of 
relief. 
For the last 10 years, a 
news flash has invariably 
meant a disaster of one sort 
or another. Coincidentally, 
April 4, the day Aaron hit his 
home run to tie Babe Ruth’s 
career record, was the sixth 
anniversary of the assassina­ 
tion of Dr. Martin Luther 
King. (Aaron, in fact, was so 
aware of that date that he re­ 
quested a pregame moment 
of silence to honor Dr. King, 
but was turned down by Cin­ 
cinnati Reds' officials.) 
How shockingly uplifting 
for a news flash to tell of 
spectacular achievement. 
In a time of terrifying 
mayhem, it was also a relief 
that Aaron had the oppor­ 
tunity to tie what he has 
called “ the Cadillac of base­ 
ball records.” 


This spring, one read 
chillingly about the body 
guard assigned to Hank 
Aaron during spring train­ 
ing. From the time - about a 
year and a half ago — when 
he began to overtake Ruth's 
record, he has received a 
number of ugly letters and 
telegrams from people who 
were not interested in seeing 
“a nigger” topple the sacred 
record of a 
so-called 
immortal. 
Unspoken fear, therefore, 


existed when Aaron took the 
field. We have come in this 
country to expect the worst. 
I recall a few years ago a 
death threat made to Joe 
Namath before a game in 
Dallas. This was perhaps 
seven years after the Presi­ 
dent of the United States was 
assassinated in Dallas. 
Namath was nervous before 
the game. And I believe it 
was a turning point in his life. 
Before this, he had been a 
wisecracking bon vivant. 


After the death threat, I 
noticed a change in him. A 
desire not to speak publicly 
about his life style — his 
booze, his broads, his philoso­ 
phies — for fear of possibly 
alienating madmen. 
In a basketball game at 
Madison Square Garden 
about a week before Aaron's 
homer, the home team 
Knicks were about to go 
down in defeat. As the teams 
lined up for a free throw, 
there was a startling bang. A 


heavy roll of adding machine 
paper had been thrown dis­ 
gustedly from a balcony. The 
players gave a start. I shud­ 
dered with relief that no one 
was hurt. And that it was not 
a shot. 
The players, like the rest of 
us, a re aw are of the 
possibilities of crazy men in 
the stands. Mickey Lolich 
and Frank Robinson, for two, 
have been threatened. But 
have played. Jackie Robin­ 
son, w hen he broke the color 
barrier in baseball, was 
threatened almost daily. 


Last fall, Aaron in fact dis­ 
cussed the possibilities of 
being shot. It was a headline 
story in the New York Post. 
Aaron, in his low key manner, 
said he was fatalistic. 


The Aaron homer brought 
back a time when a sports ac­ 
complishment was an impor­ 
tant thing in itself in this 
country, when sports were a 
silly but sweet diversion. It 
brought back, if only for the 
moment, a time of purity, of 
good feelings. 
1 think the home run 
bi ought a smile to the face of 
America, a smile of happi­ 
ness, a smile of relief. 


The feat, in a way, was pro- 
vidential. We had been 
spared, but only momen­ 
tarily. For on that day only a 
few miles north and south of 
Cincinnati, a tornado was 
ripping through towns and 
countryside killing over 300 
people. 
Other television programs 
during the day were inter­ 
rupted with that news flash.

Neil Cusack, a slim,brown-haired 
Limerick native who attends East 
Tennessee State College, took a 
commanding lead Monday early in 
the 26-mile 385-yard race, and main­ 
tained it with the aid of a slight tail 
wind and despite a brutal stretch of 
pavement known as Heartbreak Hill 
to win in the near-record time of 
2:13:39. 
It was the third-fastest time ever 
recorded in the 87-year history of

The salmon take out of Port San Luis took a definite fall 
last week. A ring of muddy water extended a long way out 
into the sea from nearby creeks, and heavy swells moved 
in. 
On our weekly safari to the harbor, we saw four boats, all 
run by knowledgeable anglers, come in without fish after 
battling heavy seas. 
One or two salmon anglers gave up and tried rock fishing, 
but came in practically empty-handed. It was impossible to 
keep a heavy sinker in position at the usual spots, and in 
rock fishing, a few feet means a lot. Rock fish stay around 
the rocks, and when the sea is rough the bait is easily 
washed away from the right spot. 
The Tuesday father-and- 
son boat from Port San Luis 
Sportfishing had to come in 
early, 
with 
rain 
checks 
given. 
The skiffs and motors on 
order will be delivered to 
Harbor Associates early in 
May, we have been told by 
Gary Gowman. The area at 
the harbor 
has taken on the look of a small shipyard with the addition 
of a “drydocking” device, which hauls commercial boats 
out so they may be readied for the opening of the 
commercial salmon season 
The Yuba River had its largest salmon run in a decade 
last year, according to the Department of Fish and Game. 
As estimated 32,000 salmon spawned in the river. Salmon 
runs have increased annually since 1970, due to better 
stream flows and cooler water from upstream reservoir 
releases. 
Progeny of the ’73 run are expected to 
contribute some 600,000 pounds of salmon to the ocean sport 
and commercial fisheries. 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
All local lakes took a heavy beating over the Easter 
holiday, most areas swarming with young anglers. 
Cachuma was fair to good on planted trout, with a few 
lunkers taken trolling. 
Lopez Lake is still yielding a few large trout to trailers, 
with bank fishing for trout very slow. Crappie fishing good, 
and bass fishing beginning to pick up as the water gets 
warmer. A 7-pound largemouth, probably a Lopez record, 
was taken by Glen Gilbert. Jim Cria landed a 5V2-pounder 
and a 3-*6 pounder, so it looks like the black bass fishery 
has begun to hit high gear. 
In Nacimiento Lake, white bass still hold center stage, 
and are hitting in most any spot. Catfishing is picking up, 
with some nice strings taken in the shallows. 
THOUGHTS ON FISHING 
Caught in a reflective mood, we ran across an item in 
“Outdoors Unlimited,” written by our friend Lew Klewer 
of the Toledo Blade. 
Why must one always be seeking a championship? asks 
Lew. Why not fish and hunt for the thrill of being in the 
outdoors; of feeling the sun, sleet, rain or wind; breathing 
the outdoor freshness; listening to the birds; watching the 
rainbow colors of fall; or feeling the glowing freshness of 
spring. 
Similar thoughts come from Homer Circle, writing in the 
Sports Fishing Institute Bulletin. 
“One day when you’re feeling jaded and life is about to 
chew you up and spit you out, give your fishing buddy a 
buzz, and try a day or so of unhurried fishing. It’s the only 
sport in the world where you can watch your troubles run 
down the line and drown themselves in cool, clear waters. 
Teach that to your son. It’s an induring legacy.” 
RAINBOW ROBBERS 
The DFG has a problem — planted rainbow trout in Santa 
Clara and Alemeda Counties have fallen victims of hungry 
birds, who don’t understand that the fish weren’t planted 
for their benefit. 
The culprits, cormorants, have invited their friends, who 
have now taken over the fishery, and the sportsmen don’t 
have a chance. 
The birds seem to know when the planting truck is due, 
and after eating most of the plant, they leave and return at 
the next planting. 
Fishermen want the DFG to dispose of the birds. Killing 
is out of the question, so until the wildlife management 
people come up with a solution, the DFG will have to 
discontinue stocking the lakes. 
Rainbow trout were planted last week at Cachuma, Davy 
Brown and Manzana Creeks in Santa Barbara County. In 
Ventura County, Casitas Lake, Lower Sespe, Upper Piru 
and Santa Paula creeks got plantings.

Did it happen? 


According to the U.S. 
energy chief, 
William Simon, we can all count on plenty 
of gasoline to get us wherever we might 
want to go, even to the Eastern seaboard 
or Florida. Isn’t it comforting to know that 
the gasoline “shortage’’ is apparently at 
an end? 
What isn’t so comforting, however, is 
the price we will have to pay for that 
gasoline. If one were a cynic, he could 
probably come up with a strategy of 
manipulation conceivably employed by the 
government and the oil conglomerates to 
force the price per gallon to where it is 
now and 
where it will be later. 
The 
conversations may have gone like this: 
We can’t just give you the price 
increases you want, no matter how much 
you contributed to the campaign. What you 
will have to do is come up with a plan 
whereby 
you 
can justify 
the 
price 
increases you want 
on the basis of a 
seemingly valid concept. 
Well, how about manufacturing a fuel 
shortage? We haven’t built a domestic 
refinery in years because profits are too 
low. The Middle East is pretty volatile 
right now, as you well know, and, even 
though relatively little fuel comes from 
that area, we might hinge the shortage on 
that situation. We control our own storage 
inventories inside the U.S., so whatever 
information is released in that regard can 
be made to read as most benefits us. What 
do you think? 
Sounds as if it might work. Through an 
energy office, which wouldn’t be too 
difficult to put together, we at the federal 
government level could feed the public 
whatever information might be to your

benefit regarding the shortage, the threat 
of rationing, allotments and other such 
“ remedies” that would probably make the 
gasoline buying public receptive to higher 
prices, as long as they were assured of 
getting their gasoline. The only drawback 
might be pushing too far. After all, we’re 
in this Watergate thing and our credibility 
is pretty low already. 
Okay then! We’ll get going on this and 
hope for the best. As long as we can keep 
rumors about our storage facilities at a 
minimum, and information on the Middle 
East supply lines under cover as much as 
possible, we should be in pretty good 
shape. If rumors start, all we can do is 
ignore them, or obscure them with our 
own 
information 
through 
the 
energy 
office. This push will be industry-wide, so 
we shouldn’t have any problems with 
leaked 
information. 
The 
American 
Petroleum Institute can handle all queries 
as regards us specifically. When our 
inventories become too much to handle, 
we’ll end the shortage and hopefully the 
prices will be about 70 cents a gallon. 
We’re aiming at the spring of 1974 so 
people won’t 
get so upset they get 
Congress involved. You know, people like 
their vacations uninterrupted by hassles 
like not being able to get their gasoline. If 
this strategy works, they’ll gladly pay the 
price. 
Good! We’ll do what we can then at the 
federal level and see how this works out. 
Maybe we can use it again sometime in 
the future. Meat, milk, lumber and other 
vital concerns may want some help, and if 
this works, we’ll have a proven method of 
saying “Thanks.”

Refreshing 


In the last two years, I have 
viewed several Lompoc Valley Art 
Association art shows. 
Usually, 
however, with not much affect after 
the 
first show. This has been 
because 
the 
succeeding 
shows 
struck me as being pretty similar. 
The shows have been pleasant to 
view 
and 
predictable: 
standard 
Lompoc 
valley area landscapes 
(plenty of them), flowers in vases, 
many bams, flower fields, and 
seldom any figures. Mostly, the 
painting 
techniques 
were 
well 
executed, whatever the style and 
many of the styles resembled each 
other. 
As a 
non-painter, my attitude 
about art is that it isn’t pretty 
pictures. Art is ideas. Anyone can 
pairft a pretty picture if he or she 
paints long enough. 
Recently, for example, a local 
artist in Great Neck, New York 
entered several paintings in an art 
show at the Great Neck Public 
Library. The paintings caused a big 
controversy. 
The artist had depicted President 
Nixon, John W. Dean III, John H. 
Mitchell and John D. Ehrlichman in 
the nude. 
“It’s a satire,’’ interpreted the 
artist. 
One 
painting 
showed 
Dean, 
former presidential counsel, sitting 
astride the neck of former Atty. 
Gen. Mitchell while Ehrlichman, 
former presidential adviser, held a 


movie camera. Mr. Nixon watched 
bemusedly. Everyone was vividly, 
frontally naked. 
Another painting portrayed Pat 
Nixon nude from the waist up 
Another showed strange bath- 
fellows 
— Jacqueline 
Onassis, 
widow 
of 
President 
John 
F. 
Kennedy, and Mrs. Ngo Dinh Nhu, 
sister-in-law of the slain South 
Vietnamese premier 
Ngo 
Dinh 
Diem. 
Mrs. Nhu often accused 
Kennedy of being responsible for the 
assassination of her brother-in-law 
and husband, but the Great Neck 
artist depicted them sharing a tub. 
Both women were topless. 
The artist said he painted the 
“satire” because he wanted people 
“to be affected by what they saw.” 
A member of the library board 
voiced her support of the artwork, 
saying, 
“ If 
you try 
to please 
everyone, we’ll soon be looking at 
nothing 
but pastels of country 
scenes and China.” 
Her comment brings us back to 
the LVAA. They are now presenting 
their First Annual Tri-Counties Art 
Show at the Lompoc public library. 
The show, which ends this week, is 
not a radical departure from past 
shows. However, it does provide 
more variety in ideas and scene 
conception than many past LVAA 
shows. 
Doubtless, this is because the 
show includes works by artists 
outside of Lompoc. 


The centennial award went to a 
Pismo Beach artist. His canvas 
showed a young girl working at a 
cluttered table. I liked the artist’s 
handling of light and shadows, his 
color variety and tones and the 
realistic texture of the world he 
painted the girl. 
Another 
interesting 
painting 
depicted 
a 
thin crowd 
moving 
between booths at a carnival. But 
the people seem estranged and 
somber in an atmosphere that is 
supposed to create good will and 
harmony. 
I also appreciated a painting by 
local artist Mike Henderson of a 
Victorian

woman 
looking 
pensively 
out 
a 
window. 
This 
painting, I think, is one of a series 
Henderson dki 
on 
women’s 
predicament in society. 
There 
is 
a 
very perplexing 
painting of a pink female torso. 
Along side the torso are some 
cryptic sentences. I don’t know what 
it all means; I don’t even like the 
painting, but it 
does hold one’s 
attention. 


Overall, the LVAA art show is 
refreshing. There are, of course, the 
unavoidable landscapes, only they 
are more varied and exciting this 
time. 
There are no nude pictures of 
Richard Nixon.

But the 
people who were elated at Nixon’s 
discovery of the joys of life under 
• C h a i r m a n 
Mao,

congratulated Nixon most heartily 
for his conclusion of the SALT 
accords wherein we agreed like 
little 
gentlem en 
to 
military 
inferiority, are now putting Nixon in 
a position where he literally can’t 


win. 
If he drives a bargain that is good 
for America, the Soviet Union will 
balk, and Nixon’s critics will say 
that the Soviet Union can’t do 
business with Nixon because he is 
playing, in the fleeted phrase of 
Senator 
Javits, 
“ impeachment 
politics.” He is being tough on the 
Soviet Union — they will say — to 
impress the guys back home. On the 
other hands, if he does make a deal 
with the Soviet Union, they will say 
that he is so anxious to score, he is 
ready to give the Soviet Union the 
Marine Band, so as to be able to 
come back victorious. 
The tragedy is that there is no 
apparent escape from this rut. The 
position of the critics is too nearly 
adamant, and Nixon has made too 
many political and psychological 
mistakes. It is a reason why men of 
true vision are less concerned now 
with individual justice, than with 
the well-being of the republic.

exam ple

community nerve. Parents in the 
southwest, I understand are upset 
that the district is being asked to 
close 
Miguelito 
School 
as 
one 
possibility. Miguelito is the last 
school to be built by the district and 
for that reason has benefited from 
th e 
d i s t r i c t ’s 
p r e v i o u s 
construction experience. But the 
school 
has 
already 
had 
an 
enrollment problem. During the 
first 
year or two combination 
classes were necessary because 
enrollment was too low to permit 
complete classes at all age levels. 
Not all parents approved the idea, 
but some did. 
Aside from all the qualities that 
Miguelito has because of its special 
circumstances it’s probably true 
that parents and 
students and 
faculty become attached to one 
another and a bond develops that is 
painful to disrupt.

recommends looking at proposals 
for housing the facility in an

recommendations on the proposed

program 
that 
will 
disappoint some of the parents who 
banded together under the banner of 
the “Bunch for Lunch.” There’s 
more to the proposal than just 
deciding to give the youngsters a 
nice hot lunch at noontime. That 
fact will become apparent as time 
passes. 
The important thing about all this 
and one that may occur to most 
readers is that the district won’t go 
far in making any change if the 
parents and staff oppose it. It may 
be relatively easy to consolidate a 
couple of schools, but the all-year 
school proposal doesn’t stand a 
ghost 
of 
a 
chance 
of 
being 
implemented if parents and staff 
say, 
no. 
Williams’ 
committee 
recognized that reality when they 
recommended 
that 
the 
all-year 
school concept not be undertaken 
until parents and staff favored it. 
Likewise if parents and staff say, 
no to the hot lunch program that’s 
enough to kill the idea. No school 
board could undertake the project if 
it knew in advance that students 
would 
not 
patronize 
the 
food 
service. At the moment it would 
appear that parents generally favor 
the program particularly at the 
elementary school level, but time 
will tell.
